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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/08/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

As per claim 1 , Applicant argues that Edgar does not teach: 
(a) generating a second portion of a segment, by automatically adding frames in 
the sequence to the second portion while determining the measure of similarity to he 
representative from within a predefined bound. 

However, the Examiner disagrees for the following reasons: 
As per (a), Edgar does teach automatically adding frames to the segment as 
pointed out in Column 7 lines 56-62, Column 8 line 1. In other words, Edgar teaches a 
representative frame (still frame as pointed out in Column 7 lines 21-27), that 
corresponds to a scene boundary (i.e. the starting frame and corresponding end frame) 
to ensure that a true representative frame is chosen. The user (or even an automated 
selection process) would combine identified scene segments and still frames which 
correspond to the representative frame.
